“Czechoslovakia are 
in the process of rebuild- 
ing and have strong 
players with immense 
skills and great de- 
termination to establish 
themselves in their 


National squad,” Arok 
stated.

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QUEENSLAND Soccer identity Eric Thompson has called on the 
state’s Soccer followers “to stand up and be counted” as National 
League axing for Brisbane City and Lions moves closer. 


Thompson, coach of 
XXXX League side 
Mount Gravatt and a 
well-read columnist, 
wants a steering commit- 
tee organised to head 
south and demand 
Queensland representa- 
tion in the new NSL 
format. 


“It's no use waiting 
around for the axe to fall 
and then squealing. If 


we want to be in the 
National League, we 
have to start making 
things happen 
ourselves,” Thompson 
said. 


“We need a leader to 
start organising a 
Queensland push for re- 
tention and that person 
has to be Ian. Brusasco 
(the QSF president). He 
has to call together 
everyone — the club, 
the officials, the players 
and the media — to 
organise a united! front.” 


Thompson was in- 
spired to make his call in 
the wake of reports that 
three Brisbane syndi- 
cates have been formed 
to bid for a VFL license 
next year to have a Bris- 
bane team in the ex- 
panded Australian rules 
competition 


Thompson says the 
Soccer steering commit- 
tee should explore all 
avenues to ensure 
Queensland gains NSL 
representation — even 
to the point of complain- 
ing to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 


EMBARRASSMEN 


“I think it would be 
mighty embarrassing to 
Australian Soccer if the 
third biggest Soccer 
state in the nation was 
not in the national com- 
petition. I think the 
Federal Government 
might take a pretty dim 
view of that when hand- 
ing out subsidies at a 
time cutbacks are being 
made across the board,” 
he said. 


Thompson says too 
many people in Queens- 
land are just sitting back 
waiting for the inevit- 
able and just one or two 
officials at both clubs 
are being left to do our 
lobbying. 


“The backlash of us 
losing NSL  representa- 
tion will be far deeper 
than a bit of heartache 
and soul searching for a 


few people at Lions and 
City,” he said. 


“As a coach, I feel 
cheated that I won’t 
have the opportunity to 
coach here at the highest 
level — but that is only a 
minor consideration 
when you think of the 
future for our talented 
youngsters. 


“They now: know that 
there will be nowhere 
for them to go but south 
if they want to realise 
their full potential. 


Anyone who thinks 
that Queensland Soccer 
is going to be better off 
by the return of, Bris- 
bane City and Lions is 
looking no further 
ahead that next season. 


By the end of next year, 
anyone with any ability 
will be gone and we will 
be left just kidding 
ourselves.”

PETER TREDINNICK TREADS 
HIS WAY TO THE BAR 


YOU won’t find “Peter Tredinnick LL.B” on the Marconi NSL team f 
sheet but that is the title by which he will further his other careet 
following his induction to the Bar on Friday July 4 at Sydney’S 


THE first major step towards 1988 Olympic 
Games and the 1990 World Cup honours takes 


place with the internationals against Czechos- 
lovakia which are about to take place in 
Melbourne, Adelaide and Sydney. 


After the showing put up against Scotland 
in Melbourne last season there is no doubt 
that the national team can perform to very 
high standards. 


To secure the funding that the Australian 
Soccer Federation requires there has been an 
understanding reached that the team will be 
known as the Winfield Socceroos. 


This injection of funds is vital. Coupled with 
it is the need for the publicity budget to be 
utilised in a manner that guarantees results in 
massive support from the public. 


The Winfield company realises that national 
coach Frank .Arok, assistant coach Eddie 
Thomson and their aides and the players will 
have the experience needed to deliver the 
goods. 


Looking back there is no doubt that the 
game would have travelled much better over 
the years had it been more closely allied with 
Australian-based corporations. 


Australian Soccer had the model of the 
success that came in the late sixties but 
somewhere the pattern was lost. 


It appears to be much more than folklore 
that at one more recent stage there could have 
been closer co-operation with the Packer 
interests that re-packaged cricket from a lost 
cause to a tremendous success. 


It is possible for Soccer to break through 
into the consciousness of a far wider section 
of the sporting public as a whole. 


Breakthroughs occur at Word Cup times 
and particularly so in the run up to the 1974 
World Cup in the Rale Rasic era. 


‘Winfield have come in because in the 
Socceroos they have a vehicle to increase 
their commercial objectives. 


As such they have a big interest in the 
quality of the opposition Australia meets 
along the way. 


Careful selection of opponents to be seen 
on the Australian market is essential. 


It is not necessary to have a long memory to 
realise that even a club as proud as Manches- 
ter United can be a let down. 

Today the public is more discerning than 
ever it was. It has its own decisive way of 
demanding that the match is top standard and 
that the promotional package is correctly 
handled. 

So often club teams from overseas have 
been the trial horses within Australia. 2 

Australia requires strong visiting national 
teams so that the thrill of pitting this country 
against others is present. 

If this type of specification can be met — 
and the promotional arm of the Australia 
Soccer Federation has to prove itself — then 
the possibility is there that major commercial 
interests will find a big future in association 
with the clubs of the National Soccer League.

IT has long been a fact of life that referees 
(no matter what the sport) are fair game for 
players, coaches, spectators and sports 
writers, if they feel like rubbishing them. 


However, one might 
reasonably expect those 
engaged in sports writ- 
ing, to first check their 
facts before going into 
print. This, of course, 
seldom (if ever) appears 
to happen and so we 
have the situation where 
much animosity and ill 
feeling can be caused by 
this type of reporting. 


In the Sydney Sun of 
Thursday, 10th July 
1986, an article written 
by their Soccer writer in 
my opinion left much to 
be desired. I immediate- 
ly contacted Mr Peter 
Russell, Manager of the 
NSL and he apologised 
for the article, on the 
grounds that it did not 
clearly express his 
views. 


At no time has the 
NSW Division of the 
Australian Soccer Re- 
ferees Federation been 
‘approached seeking our 
views about inviting 
guest referees from 
Overseas to come to 
Australia to officiate at 
games and lecture to our 
members. 


The question 
whether we have 12 
competent first grade 
referees to control 
NSL fixtures each 
week is also ridicu- 
lous. Certainly, we 
have lost some very 
fine referees over the 
past few years, but no 
one is indispensible. 
Given the proper 
opportunity and a fair 
go, | am sure that our 
members are equal to 
the task. 

On the subject of 
sponsorship, I wish the 
NSL every success. We 
cannot be accused of not 
trying to help them in 
this regard as I do not 
believe that any other 
sporting body would 
have agreed to assist 
them in the way that our 
members have this year. 

Ansett provided a cer- 
tain number of air tick- 
ets to the NSL. This in 
turn enabled the NSL to 
appoint interstate re- 
ferees to their fixtures. 


Our linesmen get abso- 
lutely nothing, nor is 
there any monetary pay- 


ment to any referees 
body. Yet referees and 
linesmen must wear the 
Ansett name on their 
uniforms. This has been 
done as a gesture of — 
goodwill on our part and * 


only time will tell. if 
Ansett enter into a 
proper sponsorship next 
year. 


DEBATABLE 


There is no insular 
approach by us 
regarding our stan- 
dards. Those who saw 
visiting referees 
officiating in Australia 
in 1981 and in Mexico 
in 1986 could hardly 
have been overim- 
pressed. Indeed it 
might be debatable if 
some of them would 
be acceptable for the 
NSL Youth League 


games. 
Australia’s repre- 
sentative in Mexico, 


Chris Bambridge, was 
crucified over the deci- 
sion in the Brazil v 
Spain game, yet his over 
all performance was of a 
far higher standard than 
most of the other re- 
ferees. To some of our 
own sports writers this 
was, conveniently over- 
looked. 

The writer also 
claimed that Australia is 
a backward Soccer na-

The ASF receives 
many thousands of 
dollars from the gov- 
ernment which mainly 
gets chanelled into 
their player, Talent 
Identification Scheme. 

One would have ex- 
pected them to have 
provided some money 
towards the advance- 
ment of referees, as it 
must surely be in the 
best interests of the code 
to develop referees 
talent as well. 

The NSW Division 
has also offered, on a 
number of occasions, to 
assist the NSL or any 
other interested clubs in 
conducting a question 
and answer evening at 
any organised meeting. 

The purpose is to. try 
and help players to bet- 
ter understand the Laws 
of the Game, and 
perhaps cut down on the 
need to issue CAU- 
TIONS or SEND OFFS. 
To date, this offer has 
never been taken up by 
any club. 

It has long been noted 
that some writers seem 
to take a delight in 
knocking Soccer, be it 
the administrators of the 
game or the refereees. 

We can well do with- 
out this type of report- 
ing.

FIRST WORLD CUP COACH

TIKO JELISEVIC, Australia’s first World 
Cup coach, died recently in Mexico as the 
result of a motor accident. 


He had been coaching 
for some years in 
Mexico. 


Chosen by the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federa- 
tion because of the 
knowledge he had 
gained in the Yugoslav 
First Division, Jelisavic 
came to Sydney in the 
twilight of his playing 
career. 

Back in 1965 Austra- 


lia was unused to the 
demands of World Cup 
football and lost 6-1 and 
3-1 to North Korea in 
Cambodia (now Kam- 
puchea). 


The management of 
the Australian party was 
Jim Bayutti and Ian 
Brusasco with Sir Wil- 
liam Walkley as tour 
leader.

included Les Scheinflug 
and ASW’s Johnny 
Warren was in the squad 
as well. 

Also in the team, 
which played its first 
match before a 60,000 
crowd in Phnom-Penh, 
were John Roberts, 
Billy Rorke, Nigel 
Shepherd, Stan Acker- 
ley, Pat Hughes, John 
Watkiss,. Pat Rice, Roy 
Blitz and Archie Blue. 


Czechs meet 


“This is a new era in 
Australia’s Soccer his- 
tory and a good start is 
so important for us. We 
are beginning with a 
National team consisting 
of new talent injected to 
the one. which served 
Australia so well last 
year during the World 
Cup qualifying match- 
es,” Arok said. 

Arok went on to say: 
“Much will depend on 
the new pace added to 
the squad and how this 
pace will blend with 
some of the settled 
members of the team. 

“The senior players 
have an enormous 
amount of international 
experience now, which 
will benefit the newer 
members of the squad.

player. 

I also expect that 
Heidelberg’s goalkeep- 
er, Jeff Olver will be 
favoured at this stage, to 
take over the gloves 
from the now-retired 
Terry Greedy. 


For the midfield Arok 
will slot in Sydney 
Olympic captain Peter 
Raskopoulos along with 
the experienced Zarko 
Odzakov and Kenny 
Murphy.

the game. 

Rarely do delegates 
from each club meet to 
discuss innovations and 
ideas which will help 
develop the game. 

Attitudes range from 
extreme optimism to 
utter despair for the 
1987 competition, but 
most agree that the 
promotion of the new 
competition will deter- 
mine whether Soccer 
succeeds or fails. If they 
see promotion as the 
main ingredient for suc- 
cess then surely, as soon 
as the make-up of the 
league is known the par- 
ticipants have to get 
together and formulate 
a plan of attack to in- 
crease interest. 


A united front with 
co-operation replacing 
inter club rivalry and 
personal likes and dis- 
likes must prevail if the 
1987 league is going to 
survive and grow. 


Judging on the past 
performances from lead- 
ers of the game this 
approach may be asking 
the impossible. If this is 
the case then it must be 
time for some senior 
administrators to step 
down and allow the 
younger members to 
take control.

FORMER Socceroo Alan Niven has stunned Queensland Soccer

cer Federation officials. 

“JT have had better 
weeks,’ was the com- 

- ment of one official 
trying to unravel the 
affair. 

Niven, 31, retired 
from top level Soccer 
when he bowed out after 
being part of the 
Queensland team which 
beat NSW 1-0 at Perry 
Park this year. He had 
been an ever-present in 
the Maroons side since 
he came to Australia 10 
years ago and was one of 
a handful of players 
around the country who 
had played every season 
of the NSL with the one 
club.” 

Niven was capped 
eight times for Australia 
— mostly under the Les 
Scheinflug era. He play- 
ed his last game for the 
Socceroos against New 
Zealand in 1983.

FAGAN ADVOCATES AMBITIONS 
FOR NORTH STAR 


AS the axe is set to fall on 10 current 
National League clubs, Queensland side 
North Star could meet soon to plan for 
entry to the national competition. 


The progressive Bris- 
bane northside club has 
made quiet inquiries in 
recent years but it is the 
first time it has gone 
openly public on its in- 
tentions. 

The club, which is 
currently sitting third, 
one point off the pace in 
the Queensland XXXX 
League — the state’s 
No.1 competition — 
announced its interest in 
National League after it 
qualified for its third 
consecutive Ampol Cup 
statewide knockout 
final. 

Coach Iain Fagan, 
who has masterminded 
North Star’s on-field 
successes, said the club 
must start planning and 
preparing now for entry 
to the NSL in 1988. 

“Tt is no good winning 
the XXXX League next 
year and then deciding 
to go for NSL. You have 
to start preparing now so 
you have the team, the 
structure and the finance 
to go if the opportunity 
arises,” Fagan said. 

“We have to sit down, 
take stock, and if we are

Even if one was to 
just consult his record 
then that should suffice. 
Over 100 appearances 
for his nation, Brazil, 
and over 100 goals in 
those national colours to 
boot. 

For himself, and that 
includes Brazil and his 
club Santos, he scored 
more than 1,000 goals. 

Born in the hinterland 
of the vast Brazilian 
state of Minas Gerais at 
Tres Coracoes in 1940, 
Pele progressed from 
the local Noroeste team 
swiftly. By the age of 
sixteen, he was not only 
a regular member of the 
Santos league side but a 
full international. 

When the World Cup 
began in Sweden in 
1958, the 17-year-old 
Pele was injured and did 
not appear until the 
third game, against the 
Soviet Union. 

His impact was instant 
and enormous. To asto- 


“nishing precocity of 


talent and attitude, he 
allied ail his strengths, 
the technique, resilience 
and courage. 

He scored a hat-trick 
against France in Stock- 
holm in the semi-final, 
two against Sweden on 
the same ground in the 
final; one an absolute 
gem as he bewildered 
the Scandinavians with a 
magical piece of juggling 
and turn to finish with a 
volley. 

The other came from 


about and I knew exact- 
ly what I was getting 
into; a determined club 
that had geared itself to 
go straight back to the 
First Division. 

“T wanted to put my- 
self up there, to measure 
my ability against the 
best in the game.

In ’58 he was only 17 
and after the win he 
cried his eyes out over 
Brazil’s victory. 

He went on to help 
win the World Cup 
again in 1970 and would 
have also done so in 
Chile in 1962 had he not 
been injured. . 

This man caused 
everybody who saw him 
play to envy his “God 
given” talents that at 
times were virtually 
beyond description. 

What made Pele the 
player he was? First, 
his physique was just 
about perfect for foot- 
ball. He stood five feet 
eight inches and 
weighed just on 11 
stone. Every muscle was 
superbly developed and 
added on to a magnifi- 
cent frame. Then there 
was his speed and ba- 
lance that defied many a 
brutish defender. 

He had the arts and 
crafts of the game in a 
greater measure than 
any other player. When 
Pele controlled the ball 
in the air, -his touch 
achieved the same peak 
of perfection as when he 
was taking it on the 
ground. 

His shooting was 
accurate and powerful 
and he cared little which 
foot he used. 

The most important 
thing was that he culti- 
vated a kind of ‘mean 
streak’ to his character. 
This was necessary be- 
cause without a little bit 
of nastiness he would 
never have survived as 
long as he did. 

Brazil was eliminated 
from the 1966 World 
Cup by Uruguay, but 
Pele went on with his 
career as he faced a 
legion of players sent 
out with instructions to 
kick him out of the 
game. 

With this armoury 
Pele showed the offen-

The Santos club, of 
Sao Paulo discovered 
him as a youngster and 
retained him right 
through to his later days 
in the USA. 

In the end they were 
demanding such high 
guarantees for tour 
matches it seemed Pele | 
was keeping them! 


He first hit the Brazi- 
lian headlines in 1957 
when he scored eight 
goals in one game. A 
cap against Argentina 
followed, and the rest

It is barely possible to 
imagine a better player 
than the incomparable 
Pele. Former Brazilian 
team-manager Joao Sal- 
danha once said: “Pele 
is to Brazilian football 
what Shakespeare is to 
English literature.”

Eintracht had played 
a match that on any 
other day might well 
have won them the 
European Cup but this 
day in Scotland they met 
one of the finest sides in 
world football history- 
—Real Madrid, com- 
plete with Alfredo di 
Stefano and Ferenc 
Puskas. 

Thousands of Scottish 
fans left Hampden, 
knowing there was little, 
if any, likelihood of 
their ever again seeing 
such a spectacular and 
satisfying game of foot- 
ball. 

A group of competent 
German professionals 
had just surpassed them- 
selves against some of 
the best players in the 
world and yet lost 7-3. 

It is in the record 
books as the 1960 final 
of the European Cham- 
pions Cup, an apparent- 
ly easy ride for the Span- 
ish club whose team 
Eintracht’s manager, 
Ernst Berger, rated be- 
fore the game as the best 


club side in the world. 

Real, of course, were 
no ordinary Spanish 
club. Their players came 
from all parts of the 
world—di Stefano from 
Argentina, Puskas from 
Hungary, Jose Emilio 
Santamaria from Uru- 
guay, Canario from 
Brazil. 

Two years earlier, 
Didi had been Brazil’s 
star in the 1958 World 
Cup final against 


_ Sweden, but he couldn’t 


get in the side. More- 
over Real had won the 
cup four times in a row; 
there were no doubts 
about making it five. 
But 130,000 turned up to 
see the slaughter. 

This was the last final 
in an era in which skills 
were supreme and not 
negated by cold tactics; 
there was the genius of 
Puskas, di Stefano, 


Gento, Del Sol and the 
others. No side of any 
generation would have 
marred the perfection 
that was Real Madrid. 
Eintracht had a poor 


season in domestic foot- 
ball. Despite that, they 
had beaten Glasgow 
Rangers in the semi- 
final by an amazing 12-4 
aggregate. 

But in the final the 
most significant thing 
Eintracht did was to 
take the lead through 
Kress in the twentieth 
minute. It gave the 
match the lift it needed.
